RACING GOSSIP. 

I have done with Percy Taylor, who mis- 
represents the Inter-Ocean in a turf way, unless 
he gives cause for new discussion. Space in the 
little paper isn’t as valuable as it has been. But 
it isn’t cheap yet. There’s a lot of news about, 
and news is broader than individualism. Per- 
sonality in newspaperdom is not healthy, either, 
unless it is honestly defensive. Such an angle, 
only, is acute and “in line.’’ The racing of the colt 
Daily Racing Form has been used by Taylor to 
slur a paper that corrected him and a man who 
did not care to know him, .except at long range. 
Taylor termed the colt "a well named dog’’ and 
referred to him as being “as erratic as his 
namesake.’’ 

The colt has raced six times, won twice, been 
second twice and third twice. He isn’t high of 
class. But he has been raced honestly and 
always to win. That may not bo Taylor’s way. 
The racing of Why and Trooby doesn’t give 
affirmative testimony. Charity may furnish 
the margin. 

The writer has almost violated racing law to 
aid the public career of the Burlington — Ella 
Blackburn colt. He had a soft side for his 
mother. Each time the colt has started every 
possible inducement has been offered to have 
him win. Whenever he has performed the paper 
has placed him truly in its form and there has 
not been a single furtive move for financial gain 
about the colt’s performance. 

Taylor is a recorded failure on newspaper 
lines. Yet he still considers that nature and 
his own qualities have shaped him for them. 
With two shabby sheets he tried the field that 
Daily Racing Form fills. For both he paid 
but could not control. They were failures when 
the Chicago racing field was fairly fertile. Their 
failure was due to the incompetency of their 
owner. After their burial under the deep soil of 
financial disability Daily Racing Form was 
published. It had its own troubles and bar- 
nacles, shook off both and lived on the basis of 
merit alone. 



The fellow who fails is normally sour. Taylor 
naturally drifted that way and took his chance 
through the Inter Ocean. I have corrected him 
—concisely and perhaps roughly— but progress- 
ively and truly. If out of line, the law of the 
land is for Taylor’s use. The term “progress- 
ively” is used in the sense that discussion is 
elastic and that the fellow who goes to it and 
hasn’t some lagniappe,is not well armed. Daily 
Racing Form doesn’t quarrel. It is too busy 
doing what it aims to do. But it is protective 
and will do its best when put to it. If Taylor 
and his surroundings do not so consider, the 
trying-out process is in order. If necessary I am 
ready to go further after Taylor— who is a cheap 
critic of racing, a dense and unamerican judge 
of conditions and horses and a fatheaded 
and incorrect reporter. All the latter charges 
will be proved on call. They are merely vital 
side issues in the matter. 

r Honesty has no right to be slurred. The pa- 
per’s namesake has been run to the sharp edge 
of honesty and the fellow who questions it 
shall have all I’ve got, physicialiy and mentally. 
He can win a bet and try me out if he has any 
notion to the contrary.

The Lakeside track is a sandy one and far 
better to race over in bad weather than the 
sticky loam at Harlem. 

The racing right now at Harlem is far better 
than any in the West. The attendance too is 
far above that of any other Western point. An 
average of fifteen books are doing business in 
the Harlem ring, and should the weather be 
pleasant the closing week will see some rare 
good racing.
